The subject matter of claim 1 5 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 2 
and 3 cited in the ISR. Document 2 describes that at least a tongue-like piece projecting from the periphery 
edges is provided and document 3 describes that perforations are formed starting from a part of the edges of the 
cover in appropriate directions. Accordingly, combining such means with the invention described in document 
1 would be obvious to a person skilled in the art, and the constitution wherein the tongue-like pieces are 
disposed m the proximity of the perforations in the combination is a matter of design variation. 

The subject matter of claim 8 appears to be novel and to involve an inventive step in view of documents 
1-3 cited in the ISR. The feature wherein "perforations (14) are formed in the boundary between the said 
periphery (12) and the said close contact part (13)" is not described in any of documents 1-3, nor obvious to a 
person skilled in the art. Because claims 9-11 cite claim 8, the subject matters of those claims also appear to be 
inovel and to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 cited in the ISR.
